We have agencies like new spapers and 
th e radio to keep this citizenry inform ed of w hat 
is going on, where the Rom ans had nothing even 
rem otely resem bling these inventions. 
We have 
an elaborate sy stem of education th a t is free to 
all, w here the R om ans had no educational sy s­ 
tem w hatever. 
We have churches th a t are vig­ 
orous, alert and responsive w here the Rom ans 
had only an outw orn set of creeds th a t no one 
respected or heeded. 
The unpleasant features of Rom an society 
were things th a t were fundam ental parts of the 
Rom an civilization. 
Our unpleasant 
features 
are froth on-th e .surface. 
Our civilization pro­ 
vides the necessary antidotes. 
We are able to 
see where we are going and provide corrective 
m easures; the Rom ans were not. 
All of this would not be w orth discussing at 
so great length were it not for the fact th a t there 
is in th e land a school of criticism th a t loves to 
lay its ears back 
and bay a t the moon. 
This 
school is convinced th a t we are headed straight 
for disaster, and say s so at every opportunity . 
It is trem endously m istaken. 
We have only 
begun our developm ent; instead of entering on 
senile decay , we are just in the first flush of m an­ 
hood. 
A ttem pts to prove our decadence by com ­ 
paring tw entieth century Am erica w ith fourth, 
century Rome are nothing less th a n silly .

Serv ing grap efru it is some­ 
times a p roblem—becau se u nless 
the fru it is fairly flat it tends to 
wobble arou nd on the p late. For 
this reason it is well worth while 
to hav e a set of the new glass 
grap efru it serv ers. For each ser­ 
v ice there are two p lates—one 
made with a sau cer like dep res­ 
sion with a glass rim—so 
that 
the grap efru it may be held 
se­ 
cu re. There is a matching glass 
p late beneath this of flatter 
shap e. The- two p lates holding 
the grap efru it are then laid on 
top of the serv ice p late and sim­ 
p ly remov ed when 
the first 
cou rse is ov er. There are, of 
cou rse, larger grap efru it serv ers 
p rov iding sp ace for chop p ed ice 
arou nd the grap efru it halv es. 


bu t if the fru it is chilled .before 
serv ing the chop p ed ice is really 
u nnecessary . 
A good way to serv e grap efru it 
to children is by div iding, it in 
sections, adding su gar, and p u t­ 
ting in the refrigerator for a sy ­ 
ru p to form. Children, and ev en 
older p eop le, often hav e an av er­ 
sion to grap efru it, contending it 
is bitter. It is howev er the white 
p ethy p art which is bitter, and 
when this is remov ed and su gar 
added, the grap efru it loses its 
bitter, rather 
sou r

It bears su ch names as Aisne, 
Oise, 
Meu se 
and 
Argonne; 
names that sou nded the 
knell 
for 
Germany ’s greatest 
war 
stru ggle. A light is kep t forev er 
bu rning in it, so th at the cou n­ 
try may not forget what Amer­ 
ican boy s died for a decade ago. 
Yet, standing at salu te before 
it, are two p atriotic Germans. 
The band is p lay ing the 
“Star 
Sp angled Banner"; a few m in­ 
u tes ago it was blaring ou t “Die 
Wacht am Rhein,’’ and 2,500,000 
Americans were cheering them ­ 
selv es hoarse. German flags are 
fly ing 
beside the 
Stars and 
Strip es on all the streets. 
What has hap p ened in the 
last ten y ears? 
Where did we 
get this friendship ? 
We got it p artly becau se both 
the American p eop le and the 
German p eop le are 
fair and 
cannot harbor a gru dge. Bu t its 
p resent ou tp ou ring comes be­ 
cau se of heroism, oldest of all 
the v irtu es. Heroism knows no 


nationality , bu t makes 
its fa­ 
therland wherev er it finds itself. 
The two Germans 
who rode 
across the sea with death &t 
their heels are kin to the y ou ng­ 
sters whose deaths are commemo 
rated by the Eternal Light. Join­ 
ing hands with them at this mo­ 
ment, they u nite in friendship 
the two nations. 
The av iators are better men 
than the dip lomats. First there 
was Lindbergh to link France 
and America anew. Then there 
was 
Chamberlin, 
sp lendidly 
daring, to reintrodu ce u s to Ger­ 
many . And now there ^ re Baron 
v on 
Hu enefeld and 
Cap tain 
Koehl, to cement the bonds and 
make them lasting. 
A few thou sand miles of dis­ 
tance do not 
m atter; 
neither 
do differences in langu age and 
cu stom. There is a latent bro­ 
therhood between all men. We 
are commonly too blind to see 
it, bu t the daring, glamorou s 
Knights of the Air can make it 
p lain to u s. We 
are deep ly in 
their debt. They are p ointing 
the way to ev erlasting harmony 
and p eace.

Adams dreamed 
a

and then he 
started 
to 
talk 
abou t his father, a su bject 
on 
which he is constantly 
p rou d. 
His father was an English-born 
p reacher 
who 
came 
to 
this 
cou ntry in the fifties, allied him ­ 
self with the Methodist denom­ 
ination and located at the little 
town of Grand Rap ids, O., where 
Thomas II. was born. The v eter­ 
an editor lov es to tell of how his 
father, p reaching in a 
little 
chu rch at Elmore, O., on 
that 
memorable Su nday when 
Fort 
Su mter was fired on, was told 
the news and at once 
started 
down the aisle, p roclaiming, “On 
this day these walls shall 
not 
contain ou r worship . Let u s go 
to God’s ou t-of-doors and p ray .” 
Whereu p on he led his little flock 
to the common, where a great 
crowd soon gathered, and then 
end there the Rev . Rr. Adams 
recru ited a fu ll comp any 
and 
inarched off to join the Union 
Army . 
The boy Tom, abou t 14, began 
his newsp ap er career as a p rint­ 
er on the little Elmore Tribu ne. 
He soon migrated to Fremont, 
where he worked as an ap p ren­ 
tice on the oldv Fremont Jou rnal, 
now the Messeny er. In Fremont 
he liv ed across the street from 
Ru therford B. Hay es, then Gov ­ 
ernor of Ohio and soon to be 
elected President of the United 
States. The gov ernor, home for 
a time du ring a camp aign, came 
to know and like the 
y ou ng 


p rinter and gav e him mu ch fa­ 
therly adv ice. 
Comp leting his ap p renticeship . 
Adams came to 
Knox 
cou nty , 
Indiana, in 1876, 
landing 
in 
Edwardsp ort with a silv er dollar 
and a p rinter’s ru le in his p ock­ 
et. He became foreman of the 
Edwardsp ort Jou rnal, a weekly 
owned oy a school teacher named 
McIntosh, at a slaary of $10 a 
week. After six months as fore­ 
man Mr. Adams bou ght 
the 
Jou rnal and changed the name 
to the Knox Cou nty 
Record, a 
newsp ap er neu tral 
in 
p olitics. 
At that time he was 17 y ears old, 
and acted as ev ery thing 
from 
editor to p rinter’s dev il on his 
“staff.” He ou blished the p ap er 
in Edwardsp ort abou t two y ears 
and then mov ed it to Lancaster, 
O., where he started the Lancas­ 
ter Free Press, a Rep u blican p a­ 
p er. This he p u blished 
abou t 
three y ears and then in 
1880, 
du ring the Garfield camp aign, 
he sold the p ap er and went to 
Vincennes. Ind.. where he bou ght 
an interest in 
the 
Vincennes 
Weekly Commercial in 
1881. 
Three y ears later he established 
the Daily Commercial and has 
owned and edited the p ap er ev er 
since. 
Early adop ting a 
p olicy 
of 
fighting for clean 
gov ernment, 
Adams’ p ap er has had a life of 
! hammer and tongs. In 
1886, 
when the p ap er was still 
v ery 
y ou ng and weak, a gang of p o­ 
litical crooks had control of the 
cou nty cou rthou se. Adams 
de­ 
manded 
an 
inv estigation, 
lau nched his gu ns on the gang 
and rev ealed a shortage of $100,- 
000. Some of the office holders 
left the cou nty , nev er to retu rn. 
Others were p rosecu ted, and the 
situ ation was cleaned u p . 
Then followed the ex p osu re of 
a graft ring among 
township 
tru stees of fou r Indiana cou n­ 
ties. The ring was broken 
u p 
and the crooked tru stees 
were 
ru n ou t of the state. 
Mr. Adams, as editor of 
the 
Commercial, was resp onsible for 
the comp lete ex p ose of the Ar­ 
cher gang of bandits in 1885, an 
ex p ose which resu lted in three 
members of the gang 
being 
hanged by a mob in the cou rt 
hou se y ard at Shoals, Ind., and 
the fou rth member cap tu red in 
Arkansas later and legally ex e­ 
cu ted. 
Altho ug h 
sticking 
to 
his 
newspa per a s his first a nd g rea t­ 
est lo v e, Mr. Ada ms ha s beco me 
a sso cia ted in sev era l businesses 
in his ho me city a nd co unty . He 
is president o f sev era l industria l 
co mpa nies a nd a lso is identified 
with o il dev elo pment a nd a g ri­ 
cultura l interests. He wa s fo rm­ 
erly president o f the Vincennes 
Electric co mpa ny , a nd the Lo o - 


gootee Light and Fu el Comp any . 
He was p ostmaster of 
Vin­ 
cennes nine y ears; has been Re­ 
p u blican city , ccu nty and dis­ 
trict chairman; was a delegate to 
the Philadelp hia natiioml Re­ 
p u blican conv ention 
and is 
a 
former p resident of the 
Vin­ 
cennes Chamber of Commerce. 
He was chairman of the Knox 
Cou nty Cou ncil of Defense du r­ 
ing the world war in charge of 
38 su b-committees. 
Mr. Adams has long been ac­ 
tiv e in the Inland Daily 
Press 
Association and was formerly its 
v ice-p resident. He has called the 
inland p ress the “ju nior p ress,” 
equ al in p ower to the 
great 
jou rnalistic forces of the iarge 
cities, and has often ex horted 
his p rofessional 
brethren 
to 
make u se of th at great p ower in 
bu ilding and dev elop ing the sou l 
of a better commu nity life. 
Tom Adams—fighter—dream er 
—tru e jou rnalist—tru e man Ne­ 
v er in a scrap for p rofit or 
a 
gru dge—“I’v e nev er y et attacked 
a man becau se I don’t agree with 
him ”—aiway s striv ing 
toward 
his high ideal—“I attack them 
when they betray the p eop le.” 
-The p ress—the p eop le’s p rotec­ 
tor.” 
Nearing 70, and still fighting.

trouble.

line to last 50 hours and in tests 
we have found that our ship 
makes from 100 to 110 miles per 
hour."

tiansen has been a sailor and 
for mapy years an aviator. 


He started flying about a year 


before the World War started. 


Captain F. Christiansen of the 


German motorship Rio Bravo, 
who plans . a west-east. ocean 
flight this summer. 
He displayed photos of planes 
he had brought down while in 
the kaiser's service. 


He brought down 19 planes, he 


said, and was himself shot down 
twice and wounded once.

Navy Parachute Jumper 


Written for NBA Service and the 


Daily Republican 


San Diego, Calif., 
May 5— 


Much has been written about 
the dangers 6f parachute jump- 
ing, but I believe I can fall safe- 
ly head-down 7000 feet before 
opening my 'chute. 


Just to prove my 'contention, I 


plan soon to try the feat and to 
help my downward descent have 
designed a skid fin to guarantee 
that I shall not go into a deadly 
head spin. 


Parachute jumpers fear the 


head spin'. It is the only evolu- 
tion in the ah- they do fear. In 
this, after jumping from an air- 
plane, they fall 
head ' down. 


Soon the weight of the para- 
chute, combined with the lack 
of weight in the feet, causes the 
body to spin like a top. 


The further the jumper falls 


before opening his chute, the 
faster he spins. Then, when he 
rips the'parachute open, he is 
likely to spin the cords so tightly 
the silk has no ohance to open. 
And he spins right on in. 


Airplanes do that sometimes.' 


To bring them out, pilots set the 
controls in neutral. Ordinarily 
planes respond to this treat- 
ment. 


To Fall Like Plummet 


Likewise the skid "neutralizes" 


the leg action, and permits me 
to fall like a plummet. 
I originated the parachute 


skid fin to control my position 
while jumping. When I "bale 
out" from a plane, I fall head 
down. By wearing the fin and 
spreading my feet apart, the fin 
acts as a rudder and permits me 
to shoot straight down! 


The human body is said to at- 


tain a maximum speed in the 
air of about 240 miles an hour 
after falling 2000 feet. If a 
jumper can stand that fall, he 
can easily add several thousand 
feet to his free fall. 


Recently a United States na- 


vy jumper broke the free 
fall 


record by dropping 4400 feet. He 
could easily' have added1 3000 
feet to his fall, and I propose to 
do just that. 


At 240 miles an hour, it might 


be mentioned, the resistence of 
the body to the air equalizes the 
gravity and the speed reaches 
its maximum.

When ready to stop my head- 


long plunge, I only have to-bend 
my knees. This creates a surface

air. Then I rip. 


After the parachute opens, I 


have no further use for the fin. 
It does not interfere with my 
dsecent and is large enough to 
permit wide steps after landing. 
' The fin is made of 
ordinary 


canvas. It presents a solid sur- 
face from my feet to my knees, 
while a flap has been provided 
between the knees and crotch to 
prevent pressure building up. 
Should this pressure build up, I 
never would be able to turn 
over in the air. 


I have no hope of reward for a 


jump of 7000 feet. It just appeals 
as an easy accomplishment, part 
of the day's sport. 


And I'm willing to wager a 


few of my navy dollars that 111 
be successful.

AMERICA IS NOT LIKE ROME 


The pessimist, who shudders for fear that our 


nation is decaying, loves to compare modern 
America with ancient Rome.'

Roman theater was licentious and corrupt, and 
ours seems to be breaking its back to find new 
forms of evil-smelling "realism.' 
Roman high 


society was extravagant and silly, and we have a 
good many millionaires who make absolute spec- 
tacles of themselves.

remotely resembling these inventions. We have 
an elaborate system of education that is free to 
all, where the Romans had no educational sys- 
tem whatever. We have churches that are vig- 
orous, alert and responsive where the Romans 
had only an outworn set of creeds that no one 
respected or heeded.

The unpleasant features of Roman society 


were things that were fundamental parts of the 
Roman civilization. 
Our unpleasant features 


are froth on -the-surface. . Our civilization pror. 
vides the necessary antidotes. 
We are able to 


see where we are going and provide corrective 
measures; the Romans were not. 


All of this would not be worth discussing at 


so great length were it not for the fact that there 
is in the land a school of criticism that loves to 
lay its ears back and bay at the moon. 
This 


school is convinced that we are headed straight 
for disaster, and says so at every opportunity. 


It is tremendously mistaken. We have only 


begun our development; instead of entering on 
senile decay, we are just in the first flush of man- 
hood. Attempts to prove our decadence by com- 
paring twentieth century America with fourth, 
century Rome are nothing less than silly.

er. Emporia already has a lot of flowers because 
its citizens believe in gardens and lawns and 
beautified streets. 
The town flower, of course, 


is to be a symbol, like the rose of England, the 
shamrock of Ireland, or the sunflower of the 
noble "state of Kansas.

GRAPEFRUIT FOR BREAKFAST 


Serving grapefruit is some- 


times a problem—because unless 
the fruit is fairly flat it tends to 
wobble around on the plate. For 
this reason it is well worth while 
to have a set of the new glass 
grapefruit servers. For each ser- 
vice there are two plates—one 
made with a saucer like depres- 
sion with a glass rim—so that 
the grapefruit may be held se- 
cure. There is a matching glass 
plate beneath this of flatter 
shape. The' two plates holding 
the grapefruit are then laid on 
top of the sei-vice plate and sim- 
ply removed when 
the first 


course is over. There are, of 
course, larger grapefruit servers 
providing space for chopped ice 
around the grapefruit -halves. 


but if the fruit is chilled ibefore 
serving the chopped ice is really 
unnecessary. 


A good way to serve grapefruit 


to children is by dividing', it 'in 
sections, adding sugar, and put- 
ting in the refrigerator for a sy- 
rup to form. Children, and even 
older people, often have an aver- 
sion to grapefruit, contending it 
is bitter..It is however the white 
pethy part which is bitter, and 
when this is removed and sugar 
added, the grapefruit loses its 
bitter, rather 
sour 
taste. A 


grapefruit prepared in sections 
in this way will make .more 
servings, an advantage to be 
noticed when there is "com- 
pany."

No. man owns his 
newspaper. It belongs to

Adams dreamed a moment 


which he is constantly 
proud. 


His father was an English-born 
preacher who came to this 
country in the fifties, allied him- 
self with the, Methodist denom- 
ination and located at the little 
town of Grand Rapids, O., where 
Thomas H. was born. The veter- 
an editor loves to tell of how his 
father, preaching in a 
little 


church at Elmore, O., on that 
memorable Sunday when Port 
Sumter was fired on, was told 
the news and at once started 
down the aisle, proclaiming, ;"On 
this day these walls shall 
not 


contain our worship. Let us go 
to God's out-of-doors and pray." 
Whereupon he led his little flock 
to the common, where a great 
crowd soon gathered, and then 
e.nd there the Rev. Rr. AJams 
recruited a full company and 
inarched off to join the Union 
Army. 


"The boy Tom, about 14, began 


his newspaper career as a print- 
er on the little Elmore Tribune. 
He soon, migrated to Fremont, 
where he worked as an appren- 
tice on the old^Fremont Journal, 
now the Messenyer. In Fremont 
fat lived across the street from 
Rutherford B. Hayes, then Gov- 
ernor of Ohio and soon to be 
elected President .of the United 
States. The governor, home for. 
a time during a campaign, came 
to know and like the 
young 


printer and gave him much fa- 
therly advice. 


Completing his apprenticeship. 


Adams'came to Knox county, 
Indiana, in 1876, landing in 
Edwardsport with a silver dollar 
and a printer's rule in his pock- 
et. He became foreman of the 
Edwardsport Journal, a weekly 
owned by a school tepcher named 
Mclntosh, at a slaary of $10 a 
week. After six months as fore- 
man Mr. Adams bought 
the 


Journal and changed the name 
to the Knox County Record, a 
newspaper neutral in f politics. 
At that time he was 17 years old, 
and acted as everything 
from 


editor to printer's devil on his 
-staff." He published the paper 
in Edwardsport about two years 
and then moved it to Lancaster, 
O., where he started the Lancas- 
ter Free Press, a Republican pa- 
per. This he published 
about 


three years and then in 
1880, 


during the Garfield campaign, 
he sold the paper and went to 
Vincennes. Ind.. where he bought 
an interest in the Vincennes 
Weekly Commercial in 
1881 


Three years later he established 
the Daily Commercial and has 
owned and edited the paper ever 
since. 


Early adopting a 
policy of 


fighting for clean government 
Adams' paper has had a life ol 
hammer and tongs. In 
1886 


when the paper was still very 
young ,and weak, a gang of po- 
litical crooks had control of the 
county courthouse. Adams de- 
manded 
an 
investigation 


launched his guns on the .gang 
and revealed a shortage of $100,- 
000. Some of the office holders 
left the county, never to return 
Others were prosecuted, and the 
situation was cleaned up. 


Then followed the exposure o: 


a graft ring among 
township 


trustees of four Indiana coun- 
ties. The ring was broken up 
and the crooked trustees were 
run out of the state. 


Mr. Adams, as editor of the 


Commercial, was responsible for 
the complete expose of the Ar- 
cher gang of bandits in 1885, an 
expose which resulted in three 
members of the gang 
being 


hanged by a mob in the court 
house yard at Shoals, Ind., and 
the fourth member captured in 
Arkansas later and legally exe- 
cuted. 


Although 
sticking 
to 
his 


newspaper as his first and great- 
est love, Mr. Adams has become 
associated in several businesses 
in his home city and county. He 


O 


. 


is president of several industrial 
companies and also is identified 
with oil development and agri- 
cultural interests. He was form- 
erly president of the Vincennes 
•Electric company, and the too- 


ootee Light and Fuel Company. 
He was postmaster of Vin- 
ennes nine years; has been Re- 
publican city, county and dis- 
rict chairman; was a delegate to 
the Philadelphia riatitotoial Re- 
mblican convention 
and is a 


ormer president of the 
Vin- 


cennes Chamber of Commerce, 
le was chairman of the Knox 
Jounty Council of Defense dur- 
ng the world war in charge of 
38 sub-committees. 


Mr Adams has long been ac- 


tive in the Inland Daily Press 
Association and was formerly its 
vice-president. He has called the 
inland press the "junior press," 
equal in power to the 
great 


journalistic forces of the large 
cities, and has often exhorted

to 


make use of that great power in 
Duilding and developing the soul 
of a better community life.
